General Kuropatkin instances 
many cases of close fighting and bayo- 
net charges, and concludes: "This

this- -evening the enemy's outposts 
commenced to approach the passes 
occupied by us " 


The action on the Russian left, as 


described by General Kuropatkin, is of 
no mean proportions. The advan- 
tage thus far is on the side of the Jap- 
anese, though at heavy cost From ad- 
vices from the front it is difficult to 
say how severe the losses have been 
or how decisive the reverse, and 
whether the Japanese are likely to at- 
tempt to drive in the Russian left 
much, farther. General Kuropatkin evi- 
dently has been trying to establish his 
Kft flank far in advance, .to command 
the crossings of fhe Taitse* rive'r, the',, 
operation being a counterpart of Gen- 
eral Gripenberg's movement on the 
right flank to secure the fords of the 
Hun river preparatory to the breaking,. 
up of the ice in the spring. The'scene 
of the operations is 50 miles southeast 
of Mukden, beyond Da pass, an im- 
portant defile commanding the road to 
FuBhun. Both armies occupying ap- 
parently impregnable positions on the 
the centers, General Kuropatkin - evi- 
dently planned to begin widely sweep-

Appalling Statistics For Year 


In The Anthracite 


Field. 


[By Telegrapu to The Age ] 


Scranton. Pa., Feb. 2"7. — Notwith- 


standing the fact that the production 
of anthracite 
coal in Lacks wanna 


county was less last year than in the 
preceding year, the loss of life in con- 
nection with the industry increased in 
a manner that was appalling, notwith- 
standing that there were additional in- 
spectors and that more rigid precau- 
tions had been inaugurated 
The re- 


ports for the last year show that there 
were 85 fatalities from fall of roof and 
rock alone, while in the preceding 
year, with a greater output, the fatal- 
ities from these causes were 64 The 
total lives lost In the mines of Lacka- 
wanna county in 1904, with ita de- 
creased output there, were 137. The 
year 1905 will probably show a record 
still worse. 
The first six weeks re- 


sulted in OS fatalities in the anthracite 
mines of the whole fleld.

Fifteen bodies hive already been 


taken from the shaft. A large rescu- 
ing party is in the mines. It is barely 
possible that some of the remaining 
entombed miners will be rescued 
alive. The explosion was of terrific 
force, and shattered class windows a 
mile distant 
Immediately after th« 


•hock great numbers of Joiners rusted 
to the shaft to find immense clouds of 
smoke and dust gushing from it* 
mouth. The officials of the mines. In- 
cluding General Manager Rels, were 
soon on the ground, and the work of 
rescuing the imprisoned men was be- 
gun. 
The dead thus far recovered are

yet 
been identified. , The company

company, with principal offices in 
Pittsburg, Pa, is a part of the United 
States Steel corporation.

The accused man was arrested by 


Inspector George V. Craighead, of 
Coshocton, and Inspector Holmes, of 
Columbus. When searched 
a decoy 


letter and three stolen letters 
were 


found in his possession. Pennell has 
been a postal clerk for 
the past 


thirteen years. Up until last October 
his reputation was considered good. 


The downfall of the 
man 
came 


about in this way. Letters began to 
disappear between 
Pittsburg 
and 


Cincinnati. Deputy Postmaster Roe- 
mer of this city, started a quiet in- 
vestigation and learned 
that 
the 


following described letters had been 
abstracted from the mails: 


May 24—A letter mailed at 
New 


York and addressed to a Zanesville 
attorney. 
The envelope contained 


valuable papers. 


June 29—A letter mailed at Zanes- 


ville by a Japanese performer with 
the Barmim & Bailey show, and ad- 
dressed lo the sender's brother 
in

tained money. 


July 1—Letter 
containing money, 


mailed at Columbus and addressed 
to party n this city.

The engineering com- 


mittee consists of Commissioners Par- 
sons, Davis and Burr, and its principal 
recommendations are embodied in the 
following resolution: 


"Resolved, That this committee ap- 


prove and recommend for adoption by 
the commission a plan for a sea-level 
canal, with a bottom width of 150 feet 
and a minimum depth of water of 35 
feet, and with twin tidal locks at Mlra- 
flores whose usable dimensions shall 
he 1,000 feet long and 100 feet wide, 
at a total estimated cost of $230,500,- 
000. 
Such estimate includes an allow- 


ance for administration, engineering, 
sanitation and contingencies, amount- 
ing to $38,340,000, but without allow- 
ance for interest during construction, 
expense of tone government and col- 
lateral costs, and water supply, sewers 
or paving of Panama or Colon, which 
last Item* ere to he repaid by the ta- 
fcibUanU of theae cities."

Washington, Feb. 27. — Writing on 


the general topic of "wages and the 
discontent of employes on the Isth- 
mus," General Davis, governor of the 
Panama canal zone, has addressed a 
long communication to the Panama 
canal commission. His observations 
are confined to employes of the com- 
mission on the isthmus who were 
hired in the United States. He says 
several causes which are either rea- 
sons -or excuses for the discontent to 
which reference has been so frequent- 
ly made in the press of late, exist. 
These he enumerates as: "The pan- 
icky feeling over the existence of yel- 
low fever: asserted unfulfilled promises 
as to accommodations and allowances 
made by members of the commission, 
by its officers or by Its agents in the 
United States; the non-existence on 
the isthmus of amusements, diversions 
and entertainments, always at hand at 
home; the existing high prices of com- 
modities and of the necesaries of life, 
and homesickness."

Fear I 
is entertained that this widespread I 
agitation may be connected with a 
plan to await a possible peasant out- 
break in the spring, with which a gen- 
eral strike will be synchronized, the 
workmen joining hands with the peas- 
ants. 


In the Caucasus the situation is 


extremely bad, practically amounting 
to civil war. In Baku the inhabitants 
barricaded in their houses and are pe- 
titioning the central authorities at St. 
Petersburg for relief from the existing 
condition of affairs. The government 
fs sending reinforcements of troops, 
but, while these may be able to stop 
the reign of terror, they will be impo- 
tent to start the wheels of Industry. 
Proprietors fear that the oil wells will 
be utterly ruined if pumping is sus- 
pended much longer.

General Stoessel was met 
in the imperial pavilion at the Nicho- 
las station by the governor, nobility, 
numerous officers and civil officials. 
Colonel Dimansky made an eulogistic 
address of welcome, declaring that 
"your splendid defense of Port Arthur 
amazed the world, and created immor- 
tal glory for Russia."

Decision of North Sea Court. 


Paris, Feb 27.—The decision in the 


controversy between Great Britain and 
Russia arising from the firing on the 
Game Cock fishing fleet the night of 
Oct. 21-22 by the Russian Second Pa- 
cific squadron, commanded by Vice 
Admiral Rojestvensky, was officially 
announced by the international com- 
mission of inquiry. The commission- 
em, M ft. whole, found that the fUhing 
fl«tt made no hostile demonstration, 
and a majority of them that there were 
no torpedo boats among the fisher- 
men or in the vicinity, and that the 
opening ,of fire by Rojestvensky was 
not Justified. The commissioners were 
unanimously of the opinion that Ro- 
jestvensky did all he could personally

New Orleans, Feb." 27.—Fire, involv- 


ing millions of dollars' loan In physical 
property, and that strikes a serious, If 
temporary blow at the immense export 
trade of New Orleans, swept the river 
front and wiped out the vast freight 
terminals 
of the Illinois Central, 


known as the Stuyvesant docks. Near- 
ly a dozen squares of modern wharves 
and freight sheds, two magnificent 
grain elevators, hundreds of loaded 
cars and vast quantities of freight, In- 
cluding 20.000 bales of cotton, were de- 
stroyed, together with a large number 
of small residences. A number of fire- 
men and employes of the docks were 
Injured. Actual estimates of the losses 
are impossible, though they may ex 
ceed 15,000.000. 


The Stuyvesant docks extend from 


Louisiana avenue almost to Napoleon 
avenue, a distance of 12 squares. The 
wharves between these two points 
were covered with miles of trackage, 
and steel and iron sheds ran the whole 
distance. 
The two grain elevators 


were of the most modern construction, 
the upper one having a capacity of 
1,000,000 bushels. Thousands of bales 
of cotton, several hundred thousand 
packages of sugar, great quantities of 
cottonseed oil and oil cake, lumber 
and every conceivable variety of 
freight filled the warehouses and 
sheds. The fire is said to hare resulted 
from a journal that had not been suffi- 
ciently oiled. 


Review of Hot Springs Fire. 


Hot Springs, Ark., Feb. 387.—The loss 


by the conflagration here is variously 
estimated between $1,000,000 and $1,- 
500,000. Nearly the entire southwest- 
ern section of Hot Springs, covering 
an area of one square mile, was laid 
waste in less than five hours. Over 
350 homes were swept away. 
Four 


fatalities were reported, but only two 
bodies have been recovered, the re- 
mains of two unknown men. Among 
the 
buildings destroyed were the 


Grand Central hotel, the county court- 
house, Williams' hardware store, Ten- 
nessee stables. Valley stables and all 
of Market street from Central avenue 
west; the Blumenstein block, Gus 
Berlan's store, Spear Dry Goods com- 
pany's store, Evans' hardware store, 
the Laugblin block of buildings, West 
cottages.
